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1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-22, drawn to an aircraft control unit, classified in class 244, 
subclass 75R. 

II. Claim 23, drawn to a spring assembly, classified In class 267. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01 ). In 
the instant case the different inventions Group 1 controls an aircraft and Group II does 
not. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. During a telephone conversation with Mr. Elcuck on April 30 2004 a provisional 
election was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of Group I. claims 1-22. 
Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action.

6. At the same conversation Mr. Elcuck directed the cancellation of claim 23.

2. Claims 1,4-7,11-13,16-19,21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
clearly anticipated by Edwards (2705949). 

See operation of Edwards in col 4. 

1 . Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Raymond (5074495). 

Raymond has a unitary housing within the wing structure and pressure sensors, see 
operation in col 6 and 7. 

8. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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9. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The language of the first control member is unclear "the override mechanism to attempt 
to transmit". 

1 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 

applicant's disclosure.
